RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Price  advances  were  general  on  most  slaugh- 
ter classes  of  livestock  at  midwest  markets. 
Higher  dressed  meat  prices  contributed  to  the 
upturns.  Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  sold 
unevenly  steady  to  $1.00  higher  for  the  week 
with  most  advance  on  Choice  and  Prime  offerings. 
Slaughter  cows  were  steady  to  500  higher  over 
most  of  the  area.  Stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and 
calves  were  mainly  steady  to  500  lower.  Barrows 
and  gilts  closed  25-750  higher,  and  reached  the 
highest  level  so  far  this  year  at  some  markets. 
This  was  the  first  time  in  51  years  that  the 
highest  price  of  the  year  at  Chicago  has  been 
paid  in  December.  Price  trends  on  slaughter 
lambs  were  500-1.00  higher  at  most  points. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Cattle  re- 
ceipts at  the  12  markets  were  about  16   per- 
cent less  than  in  the  previous  week  due  to  the 
approaching  long  Christmas  weekend.  However, 
the  number  of  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  sold 
out  of  first  hands  at  the  7  markets  at  107,000 
was  only  5  percent  below  the  previous  week. 
Most  of  the  previous  week's  price  decline  was 
recovered  on  high-Good  to  Prime  slaughter  steers 
and  heifers  by  a  250-1.00  advance  during  the 
week  under  review.  The  demand  for  other  steers 
and  heifers  was  not  nearly  so  broad  with  prices 
generally  steady  to  500  higher.  Prices  on  steer 
and  heifer  beef  advanced  and  this  contributed  to 
the  week's  upturn  in  the  live  trade.  Cows  were 
steady  to  500  higher  while  bulls  were  mostly 
steady.  Vealers  were  steady  in  St.  Paul  and 
$2.00-3.00  higher  at  St.  Louis.  Slaughter 
steers  and  heifers  predominated  in  the  receipts 
at  most  terminals  with  the  bulk  falling  into  the 
Good  and  Choice  grades.  However,  several  re- 
ceived an  increased  showing  of  high-Choice  and 
Prime  steers  and  heifers  while  at  Chicago  the 
percentage  of  Prime  in  the  steer  supply  was 
unchanged  at  16  percent. 

Bulk  of  the  Choice  and  Prime  900-1450# 
steers  brought  $25.50-28.75  at  Chicago  with  10 
loads  Prime  1200-1350#  $28.85-29.00.  At  other 
points  bulk  of  high-Good  and  Choice  steers  sold 
from  $24.50-27.00  with  loadlots  mixed  Choice 
and  Prime  from  $26.75-28.00.  Choice  and  mixed 
Choice  and  Prime  1400-1650#  steers  brought 
$24.50-27.50.  Bulk  of  the  Good  steers  sold  at 
$22.50-25.50.  Mixed  Choice  and  Prime  heifers 
brought  $26.25-27.00,  most  Choice  $24.50-26.25. 
Good  heifers  cashed  at  $21.50-24.75.  Utility 
and  Commercial  cows  sold,  from  $13.50-16.00, 
Canners  and  Cutters  at  $11.00-14.50. 

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Dwindling  receipts  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle 
and  calves  at  terminal  markets  found  an  erratic 
and  narrowed  demand.  Prices  for  the  most  part 
were  steady  to  500  lower  but  there  were  several 


exceptions  to  the  weaker  trend.  At  Kansas 
City  Good  and  Choice  grades  ruled  steady  to 
strong  and  at  Wichita  the  market  was  general- 
ly steady  to  $1.00  higher.  Holiday  prepa- 
rations during  the  pre-Christmas  week  ap- 
parently kept  some  buyers  away  from  market 
centers  and  also  was  a  factor  tending  to 
further  reduce  seasonally  moderated  market- 
ings. Adverse  weather  conditions  in  some 
areas  also  played  a  part  in  temporarily  re- 
ducing both  demand  and  marketings.  The  weaker 
trend  which  has  cropped  up  during  the  past 
several  weeks  indicates  that  buyers  have  become 
increasingly  reluctant  to  follow  along  at  the 
price  levels  established  following  the  sharp 
upturns  scored  in  October  and  November. 

Good  and  Choice  80O-105O#  feeder  steers 
brought  $22.00-26.00,  most  sales  $25.50  down. 
At  Sioux  City  Choice  and  Fancy  790#  reached 
$27.00.  Medium  and  low-Good  feeders  sold  from 
$19.50-23.00.  Good  and  Choice  550-750#  stock 
steers  bulked  $23.00-26.50,  several  loads 
$26.75-27.00,  including  Choice  737#  at  $26.75. 
Medium  and  low-Good  stockers  cashed  from 
$19.00-23.00.  Good  and  Choice  yearling  heifers 
brought  $21.25-24.50.  Several  loads  Choice 
stock  steer  calves  sold  at  $33. 00-33. 50 j  other 
Good  and  Choice  steer  calves  $24.00-32.50, 
majority  $26.00-31.50.  Good  and  Choice  heifer 
calves  brought  $22.00-28.50,  2  loads  Choice 
350-375#  $29.00-30.00.  Limited  numbers  of 
Medium  and  Good  stock  cows  sold  from  $14.50- 
17.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Prices  on  bax%» 
rows  and  gilts  advanced  25-750  reaching  the 
highest  level  in  about  two  years  at  some  mar- 
kets, and  at  Chicago  it  was  the  first  time 
in  51  years  that  the  year1 s  butcher  top  was 
recorded  in  December.  Sow  prices  were  strong 
to  750  higher.  Receipts  at  the  12  markets  at 
295,000  compared  with  333,000  the  previous  week 
and  274,000  a  year  earlier  when  Christmas  fell 
on  Friday. 

U.  S.  1-2,  190-230#  barrows  and  gilts 
closed  from  $18.00-18.50  at  western  Com  Belt 
markets  and  from  $18.50-19.00  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  area  where  a  few  lots  reached 
$19.25.  Bulk  of  the  butcher  supply  was  offered 
and  sold  in  mixed  No.  1-3,  190-240#  consign- 
ments from  $17.50-18.00  in  the  western  Corn 
Belt  and  from  $17.50-18.50  in  the  eastern 
section.  No.  1-3,  270-400#  sows  sold  from 
$13.50-15.50  at  most  points  with  No.  2-3  400- 
550#  $12.00-14.00. 

Average  cut-out  value  advantage  of  U.  S.No. 
1  over  No.  3  live  basis  200-220#  barrows  and 
gilts  was  980  per  cwt.  based  on  wholesale  car- 
lot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago  Decem- 
ber 19  to  December  23,  1960,  inclusive. 
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HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
area  -  Receipts  were  5  percent  less  than  the 
previous  week,  but  12  percent  more  than  the 
corresponding  week  last  year  when  Christmas  came 
on  Friday.  Compared  with  the  previous  Friday, 
180-240#  barrows  and  gilts  closed  500  higher 
with  heavier  weights  50-750  higher;  sows  mainly 
steady.  On  Friday,  U.  S.  1-3,  190-220#  barrows 
and  gilts,  including  a  few  220-240#  sold  at 
$17.00-17.75  with  a  limited  volume  No.  1-2 
$17.75-18.00  and  few  selected  lots  of  mostly  No*l 
$18.00-18.25;  No.  1-3  270-400#  sows  sold  at 
$13.25-15.20,  400-550#  $11.35-13.65. 

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -  Receipts  at  the  12  markets 
were  27  percent  less  than  the  previous  week  but 
31  percent  above  a  year  ago.  Bulk  of  receipts 
were  wooled  slaughter  lambs.  Higher  dressed 
lamb  prices  was  a  bullish  factor  in  the  live 
trade  with  advances  recorded  on  slaughter  lambs 
despite  fairly  large  pre-holiday  receipts.  For 
the  week,  slaughter  lambs  were  steady  at  Fort 
Worth,  250  higher  at  Denver,  and  500-1.00  higher 
elsewhere,  instances  $1.50  up  at  Sioux  City. 
Slaughter  ewes  were  steady  to  500  higher.  Feeder 
lambs  were  mainly  steady  to  strong,  instances  250 
higher  although  feeders  at  Fort  Worth  were  500- 
1.00  lower. 

Choice  and  Prime  85-U3#  wooled  slaughter 
lambs  closed  from  $17.00-18.00,  instances  to 
$18.25  at  Sioux  City;  several  shipments  of  Choice 
and  Prime  116-125#  $15.50-17.00;  Good  and  Choice 
85-11 2#  $15.50-17.50.  Choice  and  Prime  89-110# 
shorn  slaughter  lambs  with  No.  1  and  fall  shorn 
pelts  sold  from  $15.75-17.00,  short  deck  $17.25; 
Good  and  Choice  87-108#  $15.00-16.50.  Cull  to 
Choice  wooled  slaughter  ewes  $3.50-7.50. 

Good  and  Choice  75-90#  feeder  lambs,  mainly 
of  western  origin,  brought  $16.00-17.50.  At 
Sioux  City,  two  shipments  of  Choice  81#  South 
Dakota  feeders  $17.50  and  a  load  Choice  72# 
western  lambs  $17.75. 

Receipts  of  sheep  and  lambs  in  the  Interior 
Iowa-Southern  Minnesota  area  were  17  percent  more 
than  the  previous  week  and  93  percent  more  than 
a  year  earlier.  Despite  liberal  marketings,  de- 
mand for  slaughter  lambs  was  fairly  good  and 
prices  trended  higher  under  the  influence  of 
higher  prices  in  the  dressed  trade.  Wooled 
slaughter  lambs  closed  strong  to  $1.00  higher, 
mostly  50^-1.00  up;  shorn  slaughter  lambs  were 
strong  to  500  higher,  instances  $1.00  up. 
Slaughter  ewes  were  steady.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Trading  of  greasy  domestic  worsted 
wools  in  the  Boston  market  remained  slow 
with  the  year-end  holidays  near  and  prices 
were  steady  and  firm.  Scoured  pulled  wools 
were  a  little  firmer  and  there  was  a  little 
more  activity  in  noils  at  firm  levels.  Ac- 
tivity in  the  fleece,  territory  States  and 
Texas  was  quiet  with  little  unsold  wool 
left  in  those  areas.  A  substantial  volume 
of  lambs  wool  was  purchased  in  the  Imperial 
Valley  of  Southern  California. 

Cabled  reports  at  midweek  from  South 
Africa  showed  quotations  firm  with  Germany, 
Italy  and  France  dominating.  The   New 
Zealand  auctions  recessed  about  unchanged 
on  December  19  with  good  general   compe- 
tition while  the  Australian  auctions  were 
closed  for  the  holiday  season  last  week. 
The  South  American  markets  were  quiet  with 
prices  slightly  easier  in  Montevideo. 
Dominion  auctions  will  resume  in  South 
Africa  at  East  London  and  Durban  on  January 
9,  in  Australia  at  Newcastle  and  Adelaide 
on  January  10, and  in  New  Zealand  at  Aukland 
on  January  16. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Medium  grade  fleece 
lambs  wool  sold  around  78-800  clean  basis. 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  64s  good 
French  combing  and  staple  territory  wool 
brought  about  $1.12  clean  basis.  Approxi- 
mately 800,000  pounds  of  Imperial  Valley 
lambs  wool  sold  in  Southern  California  at 
42-460  grease  basis,  f .o.b.  A  small 
quantity  of  wool  sold  in  Montana  at  420  in 
the  grease. 

Texas  Wools  -  Trading  was  very  slow  in 
Texas. 

Mohair  -  A  substantial  volume  of  mohair 
was  moved  in  Texas  at  86^-0  for  adult  and 
$1.16^  for  kid  hair  to  the  warehouse  with 
little  interest  in  kid. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Trade  in  spot  foreign 
wools  remained  dull.  Cabled  quotations  at 
week*  s  end  follow  with  combing  wools  con- 
verted to  clean  U.  S.  oil -combed  yields 
and  short  wools  to  scouring  yields,  in  bond.

LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Trading  was  fairly 
active  early,   but  moderated  to  a  slow  pace  on 
closing  sessions  of  pre-Christmas  week.     Demand 
held  generally  broad  for  beef  with  bulk  moving 
as  primal  cuts  and  turnover  of  pork  was   quite 
prompt.     Meager  offerings  of  Choice  and  Prime 
veal  and  calf  cleared  readily,   but  preponderance 
of  other  grades  met  pressure  from  both  demand 
and  price   standpoint.      Outlet  for  lamb  was  only 
fair.     Chain  accounts  absorbed  fully  normal  sup- 
plies of  hindsaddles  and  legs,   but  demand  lagged 
for  fronts  and  related  wholesale  cuts.     Supplies 
were  adequate   in  all  divisions,    and  clearance 
mostly  complete  except  few  cars  of  lamb  along 
with  numerous  small  lots  of  veal  at  the  New  York 
market. 

Steer  beef  sold  steady  to  fully  50^  higher; 
cow  beef  steady  to  $1.00  lower,   with  Philadelphia 
fully  50^-Sl.OO   lower.      Veal   and  calf   sold   steady- 
to  $3.00  higher  except  $1.00-2.00  lower  on  veal 
at  Philadelphia.     Lamb  followed  a  steady  to  $2.00 
lower  pattern;   pork  loin  prices  were  rather  er- 
ratic,  but  the  close  reflected   a  steady  to  $2.00 
higher  trend  at  most  points.     Other  pork  cuts 
were  also  uneven  with  a  large  share  of  sales 
steady;   however,    the   trend  at  New  York  was  steady 
to  $2.00  higher,   mostly  $1.00-2.00  up. 

Kosher  steer  beef  sold  50<#-$1.00  higher; 
kosher  lamb  $1.00-2.00  up,   but  quotations  were 
unchanged  for  kosher  veal  and  calf. 

CHICAGO  -  Fresh  meat   supplies  were  about 
normal  at  the  outset  and  decreased  slightly  as 
the  week  progressed.     Beef  largely  high-Good  and 
Choice  grades.     All  weight  ranges  of  lamb  avail- 
able but   55-65#  carcasses  were  most  plentiful.

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PIG  CROP  REPORT  -  DECEMBER  1960 

The  1960  pig  crop  totaled  88.7  million  head,    a  decrease  of  11  percent  from 
last  year,   according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.     The  spring  pig  crop  totaled 
47.1  million  head,    compared  with  56.6  million  head  in  1959 — a  decrease  of  17  per- 
cent.     The  fall  pig  crop   totaled  41.6  million  head,   compared  with  42.8  million  a 
year  ago,   a  decrease  of  3  percent.     The   smaller  spring  crop  was  the  result  of  a 
15  percent  decrease   in  sows  farrowing  and  a  2  percent  drop  in  pigs  per  litter.     The 
smaller  fall  crop  came  as  a  result  of  a  3  percent  decrease  in  sows  farrowing  which 
more  than  offset  a  slight  increase  in  pigs  per  litter. 

For  the  spring  of  1961,    reports  "based  on  farmers'    intentions  indicate  7.1  mil- 
lion sows  to  farrow,   or  4  percent  above  the  6.8  million  sows  farrowed  in  the  spring 
of  1960.     If  these  intentions  materialize,   and  the  number  of  pigs  per  litter  should 
equal  the  10-year  average,   with  an  allowance  for  upward  trend,    the  1961  spring  pig 
crop  would  be  49.5  million  head — 5  percent  above  the  1960  spring  pig  crop. 

This  report  is  based  on  a  survey  of  181,000  farm  and  ranch  operators.     These 
returns  were  obtained  largely  in  cooperation  with  the  Post  Office  Department  through 
rural  mail  carriers. 

FALL  CROP  DOWN  3  PERCENT:  The  number  of  pigs  saved  during  the  fall  of  1960 
(June  through  November)   is  estimated  at  41,550,000  head.     This  is  3  percent  less 
than  the  1959  fall  crop  but  14  percent  above  the  1949-58  fall  average.     Numbers 
were  down  from  last  year  in  all  regions,   ranging  from  a  decline  of  1  percent  in  the 
West  North  Central  States  to  10  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  States.     The  North 
Atlantic  States  were  down  9  percent;  East  North  Central,   2  percent;   South  Central, 
8  percent;   and  Western  States  down  2  percent. 

The  number  of  sows  farrowing  in  the  fall  of  1960  is  estimated  at  5; 918, 000 
head,   3  percent  less  than  farrowed  in  the  fall  of  1959,   but  10  percent  above  average. 
Fall  farrowings  were  one  percentage  point  more  than  indicated  by  farmers'    reports 
on  breeding  intentions  last  June.     The  1960  fall  farrowings  by  regions  as  a  percent 
of  1959  and  intentions  as  reported  last  June  are  as  follows:     North  Atlantic,  91  per- 
cent now  and  97  percent  last  June;  East  North  Central,   97  percent  and  95  percent; 
West  North  Central,   99  and  99;   South  Atlantic,   90  and  91;   South  Central,   91  and  92; 
and  West,   98  and  92. 

Pigs  saved  per  litter  averaged  7.02  in  the  fall  of  1960,   compared  with  6.98 
in  the  fall  of  1959.     Litter  size  was  down  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  and  un- 
changed in  the  West  North  Central,  but  increased  in  all  other  regions. 

Compared  with  a  year  earlier,   1960  fall   farrowings  were  relatively  larger  in 
September,  October,   and  November,   and  relatively  smaller  in  June,  July,   and  August. 
The  percentages  of   sows  farrowing  by  months  during  the  fall  of  1960,   compared  with 
those  for  the  fall  of  1959  are  as  follows:  June,   15.0  and  15.5;  July  14.9  and  16.0; 
August,   22.1  and  23.1;   September,   25.7  and  25.4;  October,   14.8  and  13.2;  and  No- 
vember,   7.5  and  6.8. 

1960  SPRING  PIG  CROP  DOWN  17  PERCENT:      The  1960  spring  pig  crop  is  estimated 
at  47,104,000  pigs,    17  percent  below  1959.      A  total  of  6,765,000   sows  farrowed  in 
the  spring  of  1960,   compared  with  7,996,000  during  the   same  period  a  year  earlier. 
This  was  a  decrease  of  15  percent.     Pigs  saved  per  litter  averaged  6.96,   compared 
with  7.08  in  the  spring  of  1959. 

ANNUAL  PIG  CROP  11  PERCENT  SMALLER:      The  1960  spring  and  fall  pig  crops  com- 
bined totaled  88,654,000  head,    11  percent  less  than  the  99,395,000  head  in  1959.   For 
the  10-year  period  (1949-58)    the   average  pig  crop  totaled  91,083,000  head. 

1961  SPRING  INTENTIONS  UP  4  PERCENT:     Farmers'    reports  on  breeding  intentions 
for  the   spring  of  1961  indicate  7,063,000   sows  to   farrow  (December  1960   through  May 
1961).      This  would  be  4  percent  more   than  a  year  earlier  but  12  percent  less  than 
in  the   spring  of  1959.      The  North  Central   and  Western  States  indicate  increases. 
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while  the  North  and  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central  regions  plan  decreases  in 
spring  farrowings.     By  regions,   changes  from  1960  are  as  follows:      increases  were 
Vest  North  Central,   9  percent;  East  North  Central,   2  percent;   and  the  West,   6  per- 
cent;  decreases  were  North  Atlantic,   6  percent;   South  Atlantic,   3  percent;   and  the 
South  Central,   2  percent. 

If  intentions  for  spring  farrowings  materialize  and  the  number  of  pigs  saved 
per  litter  equals  the  average  with  an  allowance  for  trend,   the  1961  spring  pig  crop 
would  be  5  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier. 

SELECTED  CORN  KELT  STATES:     The  number  of  sows  intended  to  farrow  in  10  of  the 
Corn  Belt  States  in  the  spring  of  1961  is  6  percent  more  than  farrowed  a  year 
earlier.     Included  in  these  10  States  are  Ohio,   Indiana,   Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Minne- 
sota,  Iowa,  Missouri,    South  Dakota,  Nebraska,   and  Kansas.     These  States  accounted 
for  about  three-fourths  of  the  United  States  1960  spring  pig  crop. 

The  December  1  survey  indicated  more  farrowings  in  both  the  winter  (December- 
February)   and  spring  (March-May)   quarters.     The  number  of  sows  expected  to  farrow 
during  December,  January,    and  February  is  estimated  at  1,830,000  head — 8  percent 
more  than  the  1,691,000  head  farrowed  during  this  period  a  year  earlier.     In  Sep- 
tember farmers  in  these  10  States  indicated  that  they  would  farrow  about  4  percent 
more  sows  during  the  winter  months  (December,  January,   and  February).     The  3,596,000 
head  intended  to  farrow  in  March,  April,   and  May  is  5  percent  more  than  the 
3,411,000  sows  farrowed  in  these  months  in  1960. 

In  the  above  10  States  the  number  of  sows  farrowed  in  the  fall  of  1960  totaled 
4,393,000  head,    1  percent  less  than  in  the  fall  of  1959.     The  number  indicated  by 
farmers'    reports  on  September  1  was  3  percent  less  than  1959.      Sows  farrowed  during 
June,  July,   and  August  totaled  2,271,000  head  or  7  percent  less  than  in  1959.     The 
number  farrowed  during  September,   October,   and  November  totaled  2,122,000  head,   5 
percent  more  than  the  2,014,000  head  farrowed  for  the   same  quarter  in  1959. 

ALL  HOG-S  IN  10  STATES  DOWN:   The  number  of  all  hogs  and  pigs  on  farms  December  1 
in  the  10  Corn  Belt  States  for  which  data  are  available  totaled  46,903,000  head,   3 
percent  less  than  the  48,394,000  on  hand  a  year  earlier.     All  States   showed  de- 
creases    from  a  year  earlier.     Wisconsin  showed  the  greatest  decrease.     Ohio, 
Indiana,   Minnesota  and  Kansas  each  showed  decreases  of  1  percent.     Hogs  six  months 
old  or  older  were  down  7  percent  from  a  year  earlier.     The  number  of  hogs  under 
6  months  of  age,   at  30,137,000  head,   was  only     slightly  below  a  year  earlier.     Pigs 
less  than  3  months  of  age  were  up  7  percent  from  a  year  earlier,   and  reflected  the 
increase  in  farrowings  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  1960  fall  pig  crop.

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SHIPMENTS  OF  STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  SHEEP 
NOVEMBER  I960 

Stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  shipped  into  8  selected  North 
Central  States  during  November  i960  totaled  884  thousand  head,    down  12  per- 
cent from  the  1,  006  thousand  head  shipped  in  November  last  year.   Of  the  total 
cattle  and  calves  received  in  these  8  States  during  the  month  298  thousand 
moved  through  public  stockyards  and  586  thousand  were  received  direct.     A 
slightly  larger  percentage  moved  direct  in  November  this  year  than  a  year 
earlier.     The  combined  July  through  November  total  this  year  at  about  3.  6 
million  head  was  4  percent  below  the  3.  8  million  head  for  the  same  period 
in  1959. 


November  shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  sheep  and  lambs  into  these 
8  North  Central  States  amounted  to  215  thousand  head,    compared  with  249 
thousand  head  during  November  last  year--a  14  percent  decrease.     Of  the  total 
received  during  November,    81  thousand  came  through  public  stockyards  and 
134  thousand  head  were  received  direct.     The  direct  movement  was  62  per- 
cent of  the  total  this  November,    compared  with  57  percent  last  November. 
The  July  through  November  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  shipped  into  these  8 
States  totaled  about  2.  2  million,    compared  with  2.  0  million  head  during  the 
same  period  a  year  earlier--  a  12  percent  increase.
